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Elxcept  ye  be  born  again... 

What  does  it  mean  to  be  born  again? 

In  the  burst  of  spring  and  the  celebration  once  again  of  the  Easter  festival,  we  are  more  aware,  perhaps 
than  at  any  other  season,  of  the  process  of  rebirth  all  around  us  in  nature.  Man  is  also  a part  of  nature,  and, 
therefore,  also  subject  to  this  process.  How  then  does  rebirth  happen  in  man?  We  thrill  to  the  beauty  of  the 
bulbs  we  buried  last  November  now  coming  forth  as  tulips,  daffodils,  and  iris.  As  Quakers  we  have  little 
trouble  expressing  our  ecstasy  in  this  process  of  rebirth  of  new  life  all  about  us,  but  we  have  no  common 
symbology,  since  many  of  our  members  are  non-Christian  oriented,  to  move  us  through  a meaningful 
experience  with  the  Easter  tradition  of  Gethsemene,  the  crucifixion  and  the  resurrection. 

Carried  within  the  bulb  is  the  seed  pattern  for  the  perfect  design  necessary  for  the  fulfillment  of  the 
purpose  to  become  a tulip,  rose,  or  whatever.  Likewise,  the  acorn  carries  the  “seed”  of  the  oak.  All  seeds 
are  programmed  to  yield  according  to  the  pattern  set  within  for  fulfillment  of  its  hidden  purpose.  “That 
purpose  is  limited  and  set  for  each  species  in  nature,  but  the  human  being  is  different  from  all  other  species 
in  nature  in  that  the  development  of  the  human  being  is  not  somehow  fixed  in  its  limits.”  Without  fixed 
limits  the  pattern  hidden  in  the  seed  of  human  beings  then  is  unlimited.  What  then  is  man’s  purpose?  Is  it 
the  fulfillment  of  the  Christ  consciousness  within  us? 

Jesus  said,  “I  am  come  that  ye  might  have  life  and  to  have  it  more  abundantly.”  He  also  said,  “I  and  my 
Father  are  One.  Except  ye  abide  in  Me,  ye  cannot  come  unto  the  Father.  I am  the  Way,  the  Truth,  the 
Light.”  Was  He  implying  that  the  goal  of  Truth  is  every  man  a Christ?  Is  this  man’s  purpose? 

Quakers  speak  of  “that  of  God  in  every  man”  ...  Is  this  the  “seed”?  Dr.  Ira  Progoff  deals  with  this 
concept  as  the  “seed  of  each  man  being  hidden  in  the  depth  of  the  Unconscious.”  He  interprets  the 
Unconscious  as  the  “yet  unlived  part  of  our  lives”.  This  concept  holds  that  there  is  hidden  in  the  depths  of 
the  unconscious  the  “seed”,  the  Divine  center  of  each  one  of  us,  with  unlimited  resources,  infinite  riches  to 
be  discovered  and  used.  Coming  into  an  awareness  of  the  meaning  of  this  is  like  finding  a gold  mine,  and  I 
want  to  share  it  with  all  the  Beloved  in  the  Quaker  Community. 

I feel  my  own  life  has  been  transformed  over  the  past  five  years  in  the  program  for  growth  and 
development  offered  by  the  Dialogue  House  Associates  and  the  use  of  the  Intensive  Journal  in  Dr.  Progoff  s 
workshops.  As  I look  at  what  is  happening  in  and  to  the  world,  feel  the  impact  of  the  too  rapid  changes 
taking  place  in  our  society,  react  to  the  chaotic  upsets  in  the  traditional  values  in  our  culture,  suffer  the 
trauma  of  environmental  devastation,  and  see  the  effects  of  all  this  on  the  life  of  our  Meetings,  and  in 
individuals  all  around  me,  I know  there  must  be  found  a way  of  salvation. 

Salvation!  Is  it  related  to  being  born  again?  If  so,  what  is  required  to  be  born  again?  “It  requires  again 
[and  again]  an  experience  that  will  validate  and  give  [the  person]  an  experience  of  his  identity  in  relation 
to  the  world  as  a whole  and  a sense  of  something  specific  that  he  can  do  in  his  life.  . . . The  modern  person 
has  to  find  his  relation  to  the  universe  as  a whole  out  of  his  own  individual  experience.  Not  in  words  that 
someone  says  to  him. ...  It  has  to  be  something  that  he  actually  experiences  in  the  reality  of  his  life.  And, 
in  order  for  him  to  really  experience  it,  it  must  be  something  that  actually  gets  deeply  into  his  life  that  he 
can  live  it  day  to  day.” 

Dr.  Progoff  continues:  “The  fact  that  modern  society  has  lost  its  contact  with  the  old  traditions  is  not 
only  a crisis  and  a source  of  pain  and  disturbance,  but  it  is  also  its  great  opportunity,  because  it  means  that 
we  really  have  a situation  from  which  we  can  be  reborn;  that  is  to  say,  historically  death  has  happened  for 
modern  man,  and  he  is  where  an  authentically  grounded  rebirth  can  take  place.” 

What  helps  this  to  happen?  For  me  and  hundreds  of  others  who  have  been  involved  in  the  Intensive  Journal 
Workshops  with  Ira  Progoff,  three  things  help.  We  are  given  a tool— the  Intensive  Journal— and  atmosphere  in 
which  to  work,  and  we  are  energized  by  the  group  dynamics.  The  work  starts  privately,  but  in  a group.  We  are 
instructed  in  the  methodology,  in  the  use  of  the  Journal,  and  in  Process  Meditation.  “The  growth  of  an 
individual  is  not  something  the  person  creates,  but  it  is  something  that  happens  because  it  is  a process  in  the 
cosmos,  in  the  universe,  and  it  moves  in  nature  and  moves  through  the  human  being  as  part  of  nature.  The

Report  of  PYM 
Education 
Committee 

PYM  Education  Committee  decided  to 
concentrate  its  interest  on  First  Day  Schools  this 
year.  We  have  some  resource  materials  to  suggest 
as  well  as  suggestions  for  organization  which  we’d 
like  to  share. 

We  recommend  a publication  by  the  Religious 
Education  Curriculum  Committee  of  New  York 
Yearly  Meeting  called  Handbook  of  Resource 
Materials  for  Religious  Education  Workers  of  New 
York  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends . This  is  the  most 
complete  gathering  of  resource  materials  for  First 
Day  schools  and  Meetings  which  we  have  seen.  The 
book  has  five  sections:  “Awakening  Religious 
Experience,  Sources  of  Faith  and  Principles, 
Participation  in  the  Meeting,  Commitment  and 
Maturity,  and  For  Parents  and  Teachers”.  Each 
section  is  divided  into  chapters,  e.g.,  “Love”, 
“Quaker  History”,  etc.  and  further  organized  into 
material  appropriate  for  different  age  levels  from 
preschool  to  adult.  Descriptions  of  material  are 
carefully  done  and  a supplement  is  planned  every 
two  years.  Materials  suggested  were  in  print  at  the 
time  of  this  printing  and  a supplement  of  books  no 
longer  in  print  is  available.  Our  committee  has 
ordered  20  copies  and  will  be  happy  to  send  one 
to  you  for  $3.00.  Address  your  orders  to  me  at: 
144  Ave.  de  la  Paz,  San  Clemente,  CA  92672.  If 
your  Meeting  has  no  budget  for  First  Day 
materials  we’ll  send  you  one  anyway. 

Another  helpful  source  for  First  Day  School 
material  and  ideas  is  the  “Religious  Education 
Bulletin”  published  by  the  Friends  General 
Conference,  1520  Race  St.,  Philadelphia,  PA 
19102.  This  communication  can  be  ordered  free  of 
charge.  It  tells  of  programs  in  other  Meetings,  tells 
of  new  publications  and  of  new  materials  which 
the  FGC  publishes.  Our  Meeting  has  recently  used 
their  paperback  on  George  Fox,  The  Man  Who 
Wouldn’t— wq  read  it,  dramatized  it  and  used  it  for 
art  projects.  Another  tool  which  we  recently 
bought  from  them  is  a card  game,  “Quakers”. 
Children  and  adults  in  our  meeting  love  the  game. 

We  would  also  like  to  share  a procedure  used  by 
Orange  County  Meeting  in  organizing  their  First 
Day  School.  The  entire  Meeting  was  invited  to  a 
talking  meeting  on  First  Day  School.  Each  Friend 
was  given  a copy  of  a sheet  prepared  by  the 
Friends  General  Conference,  “Religious  Education 
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Objectives”.  (This  is  available  from  them  for  $ .10 
a copy.)  We  discussed  such  questions  as  “What  do 
you  think  was  important  in  your  early  religious 
education?  What  would  you  like  to  see  taught  in 
our  First  Day  School?  Do  you  feel  that  First  Day 
School  is  a responsibility  of  the  whole  Meeting? 
Are  you  willing  to  share  yourself  with  the  children 
of  the  Meeting?” 

Most  Friends  said  they  would  like  to  help  so 
the  Education  Committee  scheduled  every  willing 
adult  (including  college  age  students)  to  be  with 
the  children  for  two  weeks  at  a time.  We  asked 
that  Friends  share  themselves  with  groups  ages  9 
and  up— that  they  tell  about  their  lives,  what  drew 
them  to  Friends  (we’re  all  convinced  Friends 
except  for  two  members)  and  what  is  important  to 
them.  Later  we  suggest  that  they  share  a favorite 


person  with  the  group.  This  has  resulted  in  a 
drawing  together  of  our  Meeting— we  feel  it  has 
been  a truly  Friendly  way  to  approach  the 
organizing  of  First  Day  School.  The  children  feel 
that  the  adults  truly  care  about  being  with  them 
and  the  adults  tell  us  that  they  benefit,  too,  from 
knowing  Friends  in  another  age  group.  We  feel, 
too,  that  we  see  rewards  in  watching  the  children 
caring  for  one  another.  Our  Meeting  is  enriched. 

Our  committee  also  wishes  to  say  that  we  are 
willing  to  visit  Meetings  to  discuss  First  Day 
School  programs.  If  Friends  are  interested  please 
write  to  any  member  of  our  committee.

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process  involves  continuing  unfolding  development 
of  the  person.  There  are  depths  that  connect  us  with 
one  another  at  a level  that  is  deeper  than  the 
interperson.” 

So  we  start  with  a group  experience,  “privately” 
in  an  Intensive  Journal  Workshop.  We  each 
individually  go  down  our  own  “well”,  and  through 
the  various  procedures  of  the  workshop  each 
individual  goes  down  deep  enough  to  experience  the 
“underground  stream”.  We  start  with  Silence.  We 
learn  to  relax,  to  “switch  the  level  where  awareness 
is  focused.”  As  in  Quaker  practice,  “silence  is  not 
just  saying  nothing;  silence  is  actually  to  deepen  the 
level  of  awareness  and  to  let  an  atmosphere  build.” 
We  center  down.  “When  the  level  of  awareness  is 
centered  in  the  center  of  the  person  (the  transper- 
sonal depth  of  the  person)  the  atmosphere  is 
established.” 

“We  go  down  into  the  depths  in  order  to  go  back 
out  to  our  life.  What  we  are  going  down  for  is 
resources  and  connection,  and  then  we  come  back 
to  use  these  resources  in  working  in  the  outer  works 
of  one’s  life. ...  In  this  process  we  get  an  inner 
perspective  of  how  the  life  is  moving,  how  the  seed 
of  the  person  is  unfolding.  We  work  within  and  we 
work  without.  We  work  with  the  conscious  and  with 
the  nonconscious.  There  is  a flow,  a movement  that 
takes  us  forward  into  the  ongoing  transitions  in  our 
life.  In  the  cosmos  there  is  a moving  process.  Growth 
is  not  just  a step  up,  not  just  a process  by  which  a 
bud  becomes  a flower.  Growth  is  also  in  the  life 
process  by  which  the  flower  withers  and  falls  to  the 
ground  (Death).  The  seeds  germinate,  a new  year 
comes,  there  is  a new  process  (Rebirth).  Growth  is 
an  organic  life  process  that  moves  through  cycles 
and  seasons  of  time,  and  this  is  especially  true  of  the 
life  of  a human  being.” 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  to  be  reborn,  we 
have  to  be  willing  to  die,  to  let  go  of  old  thought 
forms,  and  the  old  self,  in  order  to  let  a new  day 
begin,  a new  Self  emerge.  We  are  then  reborn. 

I have  worked  intensively  in  the  Dialogue  House 
Program.  In  the  workshop  last  August,  the  group 
worked  in  the  section  of  the  Journal  called  Dialogue 
With  Events.  This  is  the  section  where  we  confront 
our  social  environment.  We  ask  what  our  relation- 
ship is  with  the  burning  issues  of  today’s  society: 
poverty,  racism,  pollution,  etc.  As  often  happens  in 
the  Dialogue  exercises,  the  “other”  side  of  the 
dialogue  seems  to  be  written  by  “that  other”  in 
oneself,  but  not  oneself,  the  “unlived  life  of  the 
unconscious”.  Because  of  what  was  written  in  a 
sense  “through  me”  I had  a very  moving,  profound 
experience.  A poem  came  forth— just  came  forth!  In 
humbleness  and  gratitude  I share  it  with  you.

The  request  for  this  article  leads  me  to  believe 
that  we  have  not  made  proper  use  of  Faith  and 
Practice,  in  our  hands  now  for  the  past  year.  Let 
us  not  neglect  to  get  full  benefit  from  our  new 
Discipline  so  we  may  become  better  Friends.  To 
begin  this  consideration,  please  read  Faith  and 
Practice,  pp.  5 and  6.  I have  set  down  here 
practical  suggestions  based  on  experience.  The  list 
is  by  no  means  complete,  but  perhaps  enough  to 
encourage  each  one  to  add  others  for  their  own 
use. 

Our  belief  that  the  Inner  Light  is  in  each  one 
leads  to  consideration  for  each  other  as  brothers 
and  sisters  which  is  essential  to  a close  relationship 
based  on  Christian  love.  This  is  a commitment  we 
need  to  make  on  becoming  a Friend,  learning  to 
keep  ourselves  in  the  background  in  humility, 
listening  more  than  speaking,  all  joining  in  seeking 
unity  in  any  of  our  Meetings.  Regular  and  prompt 
attendance  is  essential  if  we  are  all  to  share  the 
entire  Meeting  experience.  Our  spiritual  growth  as 
a Meeting  is  dependent  upon  everyone  being 
present  for  participation  in  worship  and  business, 
growing  together  in  love  and  understanding. 

Meeting  for  Worship.  The  Meeting  room  should 
be  open  and  ready  for  worship  at  least  ten  minutes 
before  the  appointed  hour.  Greeting  Friends  is 
best  done  outside.  Coming  to  worship  with  heart 
and  mind  prepared,  having  cast  down  our  many 
cares,  to  be  open  to  the  Spirit,  makes  for  more 
quickly  gathered  meeting.  Worship  begins  when 
the  first  to  arrive  are  seated;  all  should  come  at  or 
before  the  appointed  hour.  It  is  important  that  all 
should  participate  in  the  whole  hour,  usually  in 
silent  worship  for  the  early  part  of  it. 

When  a Friend  feels  impelled  by  the  Spirit  to 
share  a message,  speak  so  that  all  may  hear,  clearly 
and  briefly,  once  during  the  hour.  Self-discipline  in

this  can  permit  time  for  all  who  are  guided  to  give 
vocal  ministry.  When  another  has  spoken,  hold 
your  message  until  the  Meeting  has  had  time  to 
consider  what  has  been  said  before.  Even  though 
one  may  be  tempted  to  respond  directly  to  what 
another  has  said,  try  to  remember  this  is  not  the 
occasion  for  discussion.  However,  continuing  a 
train  of  thought  can  be  constructive  and  generally 
leads  to  a “good  Meeting  for  Worship.”  We  will 
benefit  ourselves  and  others  by  giving  our  full 
attention  to  worship,  not  relying  on  reading  or  any 
other  diversion  from  our  primary  purpose  for 
being  together,  to  meet  with  each  other  in  the 
presence  of  God.  There  are  other  occasions  in  the 
life  of  a Meeting  when  it  is  best  to  speak  of 
personal  matters  or  problems.  These  may  best  be 
taken  to  the  Clerk  of  Ministry  and  Oversight.  If 
one  has  matters  of  Meeting  business  or  other 
things  to  discuss  with  individuals  it  is  advisable  to 
do  this  following  worship  rather  than  before. 

Meeting  for  Business  in  the  spirit  of  worship. 
Arrive  promptly  so  the  Meeting  can  begin  without 
later  interruption.  Feel  free  to  speak  to  items  on 
the  agenda  as  they  are  brought  up.  Remarks 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Clerk  and  given  only 
when  one  has  been  recognized.  Choose  words 
carefully;  make  comments  or  suggestions  clear  and 
concise,  exercising  restraint  allowing  others  time 
to  speak.  We  try  to  speak  only  one  at  a time,  so 
that  all  may  hear  what  has  come  to  us.  The  Clerk 
is  responsible  for  moving  from  item  to  item  so  that 
the  business  may  be  done  before  all  are  weary. 

To  be  a Friend  requires  individual 
responsibility.  Our  organization  without  paid 
leadership  necessitates  each  one  doing  some  part 
of  the  Meeting  work.  This  is  especially  true  in 
small  Meetings  where  more  time  is  required  for 
each  one  to  accomplish  the  work  the  meeting  has 
approved.  When  we  accept  responsibilities  for 
some  part  or  parts  of  Meeting  work,  we  need  to  be 
dependable  in  carrying  it  out.  Otherwise  it  will  fall 
on  others,  already  overburdened.  If  the  Meeting 
appoints  committees  (or  individuals)  for  particular 
jobs,  they  should  meet  according  to  an  appropriate 
schedule  and  make  reports  to  the  Meeting,  asking 
the  Clerk  for  time  on  the  agenda.  If  the 
committees  are  not  heard  from,  the  Meeting 
should  be  responsible  to  ask  for  reports. 

Quarterly  Meeting  and  Yearly  Meeting.  It  is 
important  that  each  member  understand  that  in 
joining  a Monthly  Meeting  they  also  become 
members  of  Quarterly  and  Yearly  Meetings.  To 
attend  these  larger  bodies  of  Friends  widens  the 
members’  horizons,  increases  their  fellowship  and 
gives  them  greater  opportunities  for  service.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  AND 

NOMINATING  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 

1974.ExC.l.  The  following  proposal  for 
restructuring  the  Bulletin  Committee  was 
approved  in  substance,  and  referred  again  to 
the  Nominating  Committee  to  propose  how 
and  from  where  Bulletin  Committee 
nominees  shall  be  selected,  and  to  bring  in  a 
list  of  names  when  they  are  again  ready: 

1.  The  Bulletin  Committee  shall  con- 


sist of  nine  members;  six  from  the 
geographic  areas  served  and  three  from  the 
immediate  area  of  the  editor. 

2.  The  Committee  shall  make  policy 
and  solve  problems  as  specified  in  Faith  and 
Practice. 

3.  Members  shall  be  Friends,  active  in 
Meetings,  able  to  encourage  contributions, 
themselves  to  serve  as  correspondents  and 
contributors. 

4.  Terms  shall  be  three  years,  over- 
lapping, with  three  appointments  per  year. 

5.  The  three  members  in  close  prox- 
imity to  the  Editor  will  in  addition  serve  as 
working  members  to  assist  the  Editor  in 
production  of  the  Bulletin. 

1974.ExC.3.  We  will  have  two  (2)  Recording 
Clerks  for  PYM,  beginning  this  year,  1974. 
Each  will  record  alternate  sessions.  Marilyn 
Heilman  has  agreed  to  co-clerk  with  Bob 
Schutz  for  PYM  ’74. 

1974.ExC.25.  The  Social  Order  Committee  shall 
consist  of  9 members-at-large  appointed  for 
3-year  overlapping  terms  (3  each  year). 

N.C.  1.  The  Nominating  Committee  feels  that 
the  description  in  Faith  and  Practice  of  the 
Friends  Schools  Committee  is  incomplete 
and  needs  to  describe  better  the  number, 
length  of  terms,  and  types  of  members  to 
serve  on  this  Committee.  Neither  does  it 
describe  well  the  function  of  this  Com- 
mittee, which  Friends  may  wish  to  re- 
examine. 

N.C.  2.  Bulletin  Committee:  We  discussed  choos- 
ing the  six  at  large  members  as  follows:  two 
from  Southern  California  and  College  Park 
Quarter  to  serve  until  1975;  two,  one  from 
North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  and  one  for  all 
outlying  areas,  to  serve  until  1976  and  two, 
one  from  Southern  California,  and  one  from 
College  Park  Quarter,  to  serve  until  1977. 

N.C.  3.  Nominating  Committee  recommends  to 
Representative  Committee  that  time  be  set 
aside  at  PYM  for  a meeting  of  representa- 
tives to  Friends  Organizations,  past  and 
present,  and  staff,  to  discuss:  (1)  the  roles  of 
representatives,  (2)  financial  arrangements  to 
pay  for  attending,  and  (3)  how  to  report 
back  to  PYM.  Following  this  meeting, 
Nominating  Committee  would  like  to  be 
advised,  as  Representative  Committee  deems 
appropriate,  as  to  any  problems  or  sugges- 
tions relevant  to  Nominating  Committee’s 
function  in  naming  these  representatives. 
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Report  of  Ministry  & Oversight 


I have  re-read  the  Faith  and  Practice  description 
of  Ministry  and  Oversight.  The  details  are  listed 
and  described  as  our  responsibilities  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  both  during  sessions  and  throughout  the 
year.  If  we  made  a check  list  of  all  of  these  duties, 
I feel  that  on  the  whole  we  can  check  them  off  as 
we  have  worked  on  these  problems  during  our 
retreats  last  fall  and  again  this  spring. 

The  subcommittees  on  Visitation  and  on 
Worship  Fellowship  group  are  working  and  you 
will  hear  more  about  them  from  their  Chairmen. 

Two  ad  hoc  committees  have  come  under  the 
care  of  our  committee.  The  one  on  homosexuals 
has  been  meeting  and  working  diligently  to 
produce  a paper  for  our  use  to  help  meetings  to 
meet  the  needs  of  this  group  with  love  and 
understanding.  The  second  committee  is  on 
Women’s  Sharing.  For  a number  of  years  Quaker 
women  have  been  seeking  to  find  substance  from 
each  other  through  voicing  their  oppression  and 
hurts.  Their  determination  to  exist  as  a group  and 
to  search  for  a community  within  the  religious 
faith  that  helped  them  to  achieve  their  individual 
identity  has  shown  how  awareness  of  the  feelings 
of  individuals  can  draw  people  together.  This  year 


there  has  been  a retreat  in  College  Park  Quarterly 
Meeting  and  another  in  Southern  California 
Quarterly  Meeting,  in  which  women  have 
ministered  to  each  other. 

We  hope  at  Y.M.  Session  to  have  an  open 
meeting  of  M & O with  people  from  Ministry  or 
Overseers  Committees  in  Meetings.  This  will  be  a 
time  to  share  our  concerns  from  one  meeting  to 
another.  If  you  have  special  problems  or  interests 
you’d  like  discussed  at  such  a group,  please  write 
to  me  before  Y.M. 

As  I read  the  sentence  in  Faith  and  Practice 
“The  Committee’s  primary  responsibility  is  for 
spiritual  life  and  good  order  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
itself’,  I feel  a weight  or  a wonderment  as  to  the 
enormity  of  that  admonition.  Last  year  at  times,  I 
felt  that  we  lost  our  confidence  in  our  roots:  in 
the  discipline  of  our  silent  worship  and  of  our 
business  meetings  together.  Are  we  able  to  practice 
these  in  our  small  monthly  meetings,  and  then, 
translate  it  to  the  large  campus  at  St.  Mary’s  and 
the  total  Yearly  Meeting?
